On August 2, 1963 he 
reappeared in Scott county 
circuit court and thia time hit 
attorneys entered guilty pleaa 
on all three charges. 


Williams stood mute and 
refused 
to 
talk 
to 
his 
attorneys throughout all of 
his trials. He has only a third 
grade 
education 
and 
the 
supreme court said it was not 
clear 
that 
he 
understood 
what was going on. 
Williams appealed to the 
supreme court in 1969 and 
filed a motion seeking to 
have 
the 
judgment 
and 
sentence set aside on the 
grounds that hia pleas were 
involuntary 
and 
that 
the 
record in the cases failed to

U. N. To New Crossroads 


Prayer Fight May 
Be Election Issue

United Nations, pledged to 
“ live together in peace ... as

neighbors," 
is at a 
crossroads. What will be the 
imact as mainland China adds

took shape in the mind of an 
American president. 
Woodrow Wilson’s dream 
b ecam e

League 
of 
N ations, 
but 
it 
died 
a 
lingering death, unm ourned 
by its members. 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt’s 
dream 
became the 
United 
Nations. It now is 26 years 
old. Seldom in robust health, 
it has been infected by the 
same germ that did in the 
League. 
Conceivably, 
that 
same germ could kill it. 
E x h a u s t e d 
by 
th e 
unprecedented 
carnage 
of 
what 
had 
been 
history’s 
bloodiest war, 41 nations put 
flesh on the Wilsonian vision 
of world unity for peace. The 
League formed in 1919 would 
grow to a membership of 63, 
but 
its glaring weaknesses 
would prove fatal. 
The United States, fearful 
an d 
su sp ic io u s 
of 
the 
international leadership being 
thrust 
upon 
it, 
retreated 
behind an isolationist wall- 
an d 
n e v e r 
jo in e d 
th e 
o rg a n iz a tio n 
its 
wartime 
leader 
had 
inspired. 
The 
S o v ie t 
Union 
dem anded 
entry in 1934 only to become 
the first and only member to 
be expelled, because of the 
attack on Finland in 1939. The 
Ja p a n e s e 
an d 
G erm ans 
showed 
suprem e contem pt 
for the League’s adm onitions 
a g a in st 
their 
aggressions. 
They walked out. 
By the time of World War 
II, 
the 
League was dead, 
though it was not given a 
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decent burial until 1946 when 
it finally dissolved itself. It 
had 
been 
killed 
by 
the 
"national interest" germ. 
The United Nations had 
its beginnings in January 1942, 
in a declaration of 26 allies. 
The principal aim then was 
to 
win 
the 
war 
against 
Germany, Italy and Japan. 
The same ideals as those 
of 1919 brought 51 nations 
together in 1945 to form “ the 
United Nations." 
The aims of the charter 
written 
at 
San 
Francisco 
were: 
to 
save 
succeeding 
generations from the scourge 
of 
war, 
reaffirm 
faith in 
fundamental rights and the 
dignity of the hum an person, 
prom ote respect for treaty 
obligations, protect the rights 
of all nations, prom ote social 
progress. 
To make sure th at great 
nations would not have the 
will of small ones imposed 
upon them, five perm anent 
memberships 
were 
created 
for an action-taking body, 
the Security Council. Each 
would have the power to 
v e to 
any 
a c tio n . 
The 
perm anent m embers would 
be the 
United States, the 
Soviet Union, France, Britain 
and China, then ruled by 
C h i a n g 
K a i - s h e k ’ s 
Kuomintang. 
Even 
its 
m ost 
ardent 
supporters agree it has fallen 
far short of its goals. Today, 
after 117 vetoes, after crises, 
w a lk o u ts 
and 
paralyzing 
debates, the organization is 
at 
best, 
in 
the 
view

Secretary-General U Thant, a 
"hesitant, 
alm ost reluctant 
instrum ent 
of 
nations for 
world peace and u nity.” At 
w o rs t,

American detractors, it is not

The blockade was broken by 
direct U.S. action in the form 
of a massive airlift.

The Russians walked out 
of

council 
again

January 1950, protesting its

That was a Soviet tactical 
blunder. Moscow still was 
boycotting the council that

ones Why? I cannot analyze it.

“ The difference between the 
old movies and contemporary 
cinema is lack of self-con 
sciousness in the old movies 
They made films in a simple 
style They didn't sit around 
and theorize. The curse in any 
art is self-consciousness These 
old movies — without having an 
eye to art — just were art 
because of the directors’ talent 
and intuition. Too many con­ 
temporary movies are camera 
happy. I don't like to star’ the 
camera, because it would dis­ 


tract the audience from the sto­ 
ry.” 
Bogdanovich has seen some 
5,000 movies since he was 3 
years old. He used to keep a 
card file on which he recorded 
his opinion on every movie he 
had seen He stopped that prac­ 
tice last year because “ most of 
the directors I like are not 
working any more.” 
“ When directors get old, they 
are sent to pasture. It’s a 
crime. I had a line in ’Targets’ 
that ’All the good movies have 
been made,’ ” he says somber­ 
ly 
“ Targets” is a 1968 movie 
which starred Boris Karloff and 
in which Bogdanovich success­ 
fully debuted as producer, 
writer, director and actor. He 
was 28. His only achievement 
between “ Targets” and “ The 
Last Picture Show” is a docu­ 
mentary on John Ford. 
Have young men like himself 
now taken over the cinema in­ 
dustry? 
“ The movies have always 
been a young man’s game,” he 
says. “ John Ford made his first 
movie at 28. Howard Hawks, 26, 
Orson Welles 24, Hitchcock 25. 
A lot of people began young. It’s 
nothing new, although in the 40s 
and 50s it was rather difficult 
for young people to break in. In 
fact, there is very little new in 
cinema. People now talk about 
how the movies have come of 
age. Nonsense. The movies had 
come of age in 1915 when D. W. 
Griffith made The Birth of a 
Nation.’ Everything was done 
in that movie except a couple of 
stylistic tricks ” 
Although the present state of 
the movie industry is, as Bogda­ 
novich admits, “ bleak,” and his 
latest film is rather ominously 
titled, his personal career ap­ 
pears to be on a definite up­ 
swing 
He is now directing and pro­ 
ducing a movie called “ What's 
Up, Doc?” starring Barbra 
Streisand and Ryan O’Neal. 
The story concerns a young mu­ 
sicologist who wins a grant to 
continue his study of pre-histor- 
ic music. He meets an eccen­ 
tric coed who manages to upset 
his life plans, but makes a bet­ 
ter man of him.
